STRONG MBASURES CONSIDERED 
NECESSARY. :

The statement was made - by 
the Inapector of Schools. in the 
course of. a digcuasion yesterday 
at the Education Board meeting 
that ‘the question of policy with 
regard to the return to schools in 
the Colony of striking students 
was already before the Govern- 
ment and the Board would be in- 
formed of its’ decision, 

"Mr. E. Ralphs presided in the 
absence'of the Director of Educa- 
tion, Mr. G. N. Orme. . 

The tone of the meeting was 
that, having “miserably: failed ‘in 
the simple act .of' duty .and 
loyalty to their: schools and 
colleges,” i 
be taken to bring home to them 
their disloyalty nnd to -prevent 
any possible future political 
demonstrations. 


The steps advocated by Mr, B. 
Wylie, on whose resolution the 
matter was brought up for dis- 
cussion, were that all the ring- 
leaders should be expelled and 
that steps should’ be taken in 
order: that all expelled students 
should be refused udmittance to 
other Government schools, grant- 
in-aid schools, private’ schools 
and, for examination purposes, to 
our University; that’ the general 
body of strikers be, not admitted 
for a definite period, say,. until 


. the commencement of next school 


year; that all scholarships in the 
possession of strikers be can- 
celled; that'the Government will 
direct that future indulgence by 
students in political demonstra- 
tions shall be followed by. instant 
dismitsal, ; 
There were some people who 
would deprecate any step other, 
than’ the demanding from . ‘the 
students in question an explana- 
tion of their absence from | their 
studies and the dropping of ‘the 
matter after they had’ been given 
a good talking to. It must not be 
forgotten, however,,that the Gov- 
ernment, if it was to continue the 
part of educator must clearly, lay 
down as part of ity education that’ 
politics were not the’ concern of 
students but of their parents, 
Mr. Wylie also spoke of the 
need for care being taken in the 
event of measures such as in- 
dicated by. him being taken that 
private ; 
hour expelled students. 


UNITY NEEDED. 

Mr. Wylie’s Yesolution, calling 
for an indication of the Govern- 
ment’s policy, was seconded by 
Mr. BE. F. Aucott. Prior to this. 
jo-called “strike,” he said, it was 
unthinkable that in. a British 
Colony, where the Government at 
a cost which is admittedly very 
ow, has continuously provided 
generqus educational facilities 
for the benefit of all classes and 
in which the Chinese students 
have so largely shared, numbers 
of the latter, led by their seniors, 
should so miserably fail in the 
simple act of duty and loyalty to 
their schools:and colleges, 

Although it is true that the 
“strike” began in a Government 
College, the .fact remains that
